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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the above-identified application, 
filed May 27, 2005. The petition is filed in response to a decision dismissing petition mailed 
May 27, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Petitioners request that "(i) the payment of the Issue Fee submitted herewith, be entered, (ii) the 
active status of the above-reference application be acknowledged, and (iii)) the amendment after 
allowance be considered."
